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SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


The duties of the selectmen the past year have been more com- 
plicated than usual, and a report from them may be of interest to 
the town. The present board when they came into power March 
dd, 1884, found upon the records a contract with John Moyle to 
build the road from Depot Street to Emmons Leonard’s mill for 
the sum of thirteen hundred dollars The road has been com- 
pleted and is open to travel. Ata special Town Meeting held 
May 14th, 1884, it was voted that the Selectmen build a lock-up 
under the Town House, and two hundred and fifty dollars was ap- 
propriated for the same. The Selectmen attended to that 
duty and have built two cells at a cost of one hundred and thirty- 
six dollars and thirty-two cents. 

At the same meeting there was five hundred dollars appropriated 
to finish up the grounds around the Town House. That work has 
been well done and in proper shape for the sum of four hundred 
and ninety-seven dollars and seventy-one cents. 

The Selectmen report the Guide Boards of the town in fair con- 
dition, but would suggest that new boards in many places would 
be convenient to the travelling public. Your Selectmen, as Sur- 
veyors of Highwavs, beg leave to report that, while they have kept 
within the appropriation, it has been impossible to attend to all the 
calls that we have had formoney. We feel justified in saying that 
our roads have been in good travelling condition for the past year 
and free from loose stones and deep ruts.

As to the financial condition of the town at the present time and 
how it will compare with last year we will say that we can show 
that although there has been an unusual call for money this last 
year the tax rate of $10 0n $1,000 has paid more than $2,500 
over our ordinary expenses. In the first place we have paid bills 
for the building and furnishing of the Town House to the amount 
of $4,077 41. ‘Then for fitting up the rooms of the Town Library 
an expense of $48 00. Finishing the grounds around the House 
cost us $497 71. The Lock-up was built for the sum of $136 32, 
all of which is properly charged to the cost of the Town House, 
making the total cost this year $4,759 44. As will be seen by the 
report we have paid out for the new road $1,358 40, making the 
extraordinary expenses for 1884, $6,117 84, while the town debt 
has increased only $3,294 02.
